Crafts will be put into effect next 
Sunday, following notice to that! 
effect given thirty days ago. Rail-| 
ways affected on which the above) 
notice will be posted tomorrow 
include the Canadian Pacific, the 
Grand Trunk, Canadian National, 
Quebec  Central,, Temiskaming’ 
and Northern Ontario, Sydney | 
and Louisburg, Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia, and 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo railways. 

The order will affect about] 
forty ‘thousand men on _ these) 
wads. The Railway Association 
of Oanada expressly stated in 
conference between the represent- 
atives of the railways and of the 
employees early this month that 
the above revised rates of pay 
should be adopted without preju- 
dice, pending further ‘considera- 
tion and subject to further nego- 
tiations, with thirty days’ notice 
from. either party to the other. | 

This proposition was not accepted | 
on behalf of the employes and in a 
further communication addressed to} 
the employers’ representatives on July 
10, it was proposed that any rates of | 
pay finally agreed upon would be ef-| 
fective July 16, 1922, and that adjust- 
ments would be made accordingly.

IS INVOLVED 
BY GERMANY 


Berlin's Attitude on Reparations 
Threatens Peace of the 
Continent 


PARIS, July 18—Germany's attt- 
tude on the reparations quesiion hae 
brought into question the entire 
peace of Europe, says Le Temps to- 
day, commenting on the Jatest de- 
velopment. It demands that the 
¥rench government inform the Brit- 
igh government that France can pay 
nothing on her war debts either in- 
terest or principle so long as the 
French treasury has not received the 
equivalent amounts due her on rep- 
arations.

Two Autos on a Crossing 


BRAINTREE, Mass., July 18.—One 
woman was killed and ¢wo other per- 
sons were seriously injured when an 
express train on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad struck 
two automobiles at the Quincy avenue 
crossing in Kast Braintree.

He clung 
to the smoke stack and when the train 
stopped at a station, 160 yards from 
the scene of the accident, he climbed 
down, Except for minor bruises, he 
Was uninjured.

The Army Issue Confections Are 
Popular with the Working 
at | 

Chocolate candy, the war-time “iron } 


ration” of armics, has become in- 
creasingly popular since the war 
among the laboring people of Ger- 


mary, despite the hand-to-mouth 
exitence in which they are forced to 
live because of low wages and high 
prices. The workers here are said to 
have now usurped the pre-war position 
occupled by the middle classes as the 
Greatest consumers of this “luxury.” 

Stmultaneously with comment 
the press on this anomoly in the 
workingmen's budget, figures are 
announced which show that the Ger- 
man Iaborer today is receiving wages 
barely sufficient to keep him and his 
family in the necessities of life. 

Clara Rohm-Schuch, Soctalist 
member of the Reichstag, reporting in 
Vorwaerts the results of an inquiry 
into workers living conditions, de- 
clares higher wagee are necessary and 
that the present state of affairs is due 
to the practice of usurers in agricul- 
ture, industry, and trade. 

Interviewing an industrialist, she 
writes, she wae told that diligent 
workers {n his establishment received 
“good” wages nt about 1,150 marks a 
week, equal to about $4.00 In Amert- 
can money. She sought out a mechanic 
and found that was the exact amount 
of hia stipend, and that he supported 
a wife and child on ft. 

She cities alao the case of a barber's 
family of five, including three children 
hetween 10 and 16 years of age, which 
lived on the man's #alary of 1,000 
marks @ week. In a third family of 
four, the budget was based dn earnings 
of 83,800 marks a month. 


ECCENTRIC ARTIST 
KING OF BOHEMIA 
BURIED IN PARIS 


‘After thirty years uncontested rule 
Adelbert Blart de Gherardine, “the 
King of Bohemia,” was buried in Pere 
La Chaise Cemetery. 

This eelf-crowned sovereign ruled a 
realm of which the frontiers were un- 
defined and his subjects were from 
the four corners of the earth. All who 
studied or epent any time in the Latin 
Quarter will remember him as one of 
the most picturesque figures in Paris. 

With ‘him disappears something 
more than merely a wild, eccentric 
Bohemian, Many students who at- 
tended his funeral felt that they were 
burying a whole epoch; that with htm 
died the last vestige of the real old 
latin Quarter, 

A descendant ofan old Breton noble 
family—his brother was an admiral 
in the French navy, and a brother-in- 
law was a prominent Paris banker— 
de Gherardine, born in 1867, came to 
the Latin Quarter in 1885 to spend a 
few years in study, and remained there 
the rest of his days. He was well over 
six feet tall and powerfully bullt, All 
those who knew the Latin Quarter 
before the war remember his curious 
figure swinging down the Boulevard 
St. Michael, dressed itn strange garb, 
consisting of a sort of rough shootin sy 
jacket and breeches, with leggings 
made of paper tied together with 
strings, and a flowing cape made of a 
vianket. 

The self-styled king held court any- 
where and everywhere, retiring in the 
small hours to rest on a bench in the 
“Boult Miche,” where the policemen 
allowed him the privilege of lying un- 
molested, generally with the last bottle 
he had emptied beside him, The small 
monthly allowance received from his 
family went in a few days of wild car- 
ousal, and the rest of the month was 
spent “borrowing” 60 ‘oentimes or 
franc pieces from students, which ns 
never returned, the donors being re- 
warded by long philosophical lectures. 
For the “king,” who had been a etu- 
dent of philosophy, dearly loved to ex- 
pound views which, although highly 
attractive, would not often have gain- 
ed the approval of the former Sor- 
bonne professors, 

The war rendered de Gherardine’s 
former mode of life impossible, and 
he obtained a smal? post with a book 
seller in the Latin Quarter. Three 
vears ago he published a booklet en- 
titled “Thirty Years in Bohemia,” 
which is now out of print and much 
sought by colvectors.

THE GIANT RAY 

The great devilfish or giant ray, 
which abounds in the waters eround 
Beaufort, 8.C., and Captiva Inlet, Fla, 
has occasionally been found off New 
York and New Jersey. The furthest 
north it has ever been taken is Block 
Island. ! 

This was fourteen feet wide be- 
tween the tips of the pectoral fins, 
seven feet long from head to base of 
tail. and weighed 1,686 pounds. This 
jo the only specimen known to have 
been weighed, but there are stories of 
fish that are said to have weighed 
10,000 pounds, 

Dr. FE. W. Gudger of the American 
Museum of Natural History writes of 
the giant ray in Science, and says 
that naturaliete who have desoribed 
i: differ as to whether it nas a large 
spine or sting on its tail. The one 
caught at Block Island had none, but 
there was a wound on the tall where 
a apine was said to have been torn 
off, ‘The late Theodore Gill, dean of 
American ichthyologiets, doubted the 
spine, as have the other writers, al- 
though some naturalists picture it 
with ‘one. 


RADIUM IN THE CONGO. 
Further information in regard 
radium fn the Congo is cueted 
Science fom the bulletin of the Bel- 
gian Chemlieal Society to the effect 
that the eample of minerals assayed 
by Prof, Schoep of the University of 
Ghent yeld 424 dg, of uranium and 
129 me. of radium tothe ton, The} 
minerals came from the Upper Kat-. 
enga. in the concession of the Union | 
Miniere. which has intrusted the in- 
dustrial treatment of the uranium ‘0 
the Belgian Soclete Generale Metall- 
urgique de Hoboken, which has. put | 
up a factory for the purpose in the 
Antwerp district. 

Other depos'ts of the game minerals 
have been found at other points ene- 
eified, and Prof. Schoep has found 
two new kinds of minerals among 
them, extreme'y radioactive. He has 
named one ‘‘curite’ and the other | 
“kasolite,” and announces that the 
orystals are soluble in nitric acid, 
and the radium eal can then be ex- 
tracted from the fluid without pass- 
ing through the usual calo!nation,

well as the highest grade of Canadian 
bacon that reaches the British market 
today.” 

How To Hold and Develop 

The speaker then enlarged on the 
things necessary to hold and develop 
the trade, She had visited several of 
the large plants where Canadian Wilt- | 


shire sides are smoked and finished 
for the retail trade, had seen Cana 
dian meat unpacked, washed, dried 


and sent to the smoke houses, saw the 
finished sides come from the smoke 
house and hang side by side with those 


from Denmark, Holland, Sweden, Ire 
land and England and saw that in 
evenness of fat and fleshing, length | 


and depth of aide, these sides compar- 
ed favorably with the best Danish and 
Irish, but in weight of bone they were 
not so uniform and the experts who 
showed her round declared that in / 
texture of flesh and flavor they were !
